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Israel Broadens Offensive 


Troops mobilized for invasion as Gaza airstrikes continue 


GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I Israel widened its 
deadliest-ever air offensive against Gaza’s 
Hamas rulers Sunday, pounding smuggling 
tunnels and a central prison, sending more 
tanks and artillery toward the Gaza border 
and approving a reserves call-up for a pos- 
sible ground invasion. 

Israeli leaders said they would press ahead 
with the Gaza campaign, despite enraged pro- 
tests across the Arab world and Syria’s deci- 
sion to break off indirect peace talks with the 
Jewish state. Israel’s foreign minister said the 


goal was to halt Gaza rocket fire on Israel for 
good, but not to reoccupy the territory. 

With the two-day death toll climb- 
ing above 290 Sunday, crowds of Gazans 
breached the border wall with Egypt to 
escape the chaos. Egyptian forces tried to 
push them back into Gaza, and an official 
said one border guard was killed. 

Hamas, in turn, fired rockets deeper than 
ever into Israel, near the Israeli port city 


of Ashdod. Yet Hamas leaders were forced 
into hiding, most of the dead were from the 
Hamas security forces, and Israel’s military 
intelligence chief said Hamas’ ability to fire 
rockets had been reduced by 50 percent. 

Shlomo Brom, a former senior Israeli mil- 
itary official, said it was the deadliest force 
ever used in decades of Israeli-Palestinian 
fighting. “Since Hamas took over Gaza [in 
June 2007], it has become a war between 
two states, and in war between states, more 
force is used,” he said, (ap)

Obama Adviser: Tax Cut Is Coming 



For Police 
Fell in ’08 


140 officers killed on 
the job this year, down 
from 181 deaths in ’07 

WASHINGTON I Fewer police offi- 
cers died in the line of duty in 2008 
compared to last year, reflecting 
better training and tactics, two 
law enforcement support groups 
reported Sunday. 

The findings reversed the trend 
for 2007 when there was a spike 
in police deaths, 
according to the 
National Law 
Enforcement Offi- 
cers Memorial 
Fund and another 
group. Concerns 
of Police Survi- 
vors. The groups 
reported fatalities 
through Sunday. 

Officer deaths this year 
totaled 140, compared to 181 in 
2007. Gunfire deaths dropped to 
41 officers, compared to 68 in 2007 
The 2008 number represented the 
lowest total since 1956 and was far 
below the peak of 156 in 1973. 

Traffic-related deaths also 
declined, with 71 officers killed this 
year, compared to 83 in 2007 It was 
the 11th consecutive year that more 
officers were killed in traffic inci- 
dents than from any other cause.

Axelrod says stimulus 
plan may cost between 
$675 and $775 billion 

WASHINGTON I A top adviser to 
President-elect Barack Obama on 
Sunday defended plans for a con- 
servative, anti-gay rights preacher 
to deliver the inaugural invocation 
while promising middle-class tax 
cuts for middle-class Americans. 

With 23 days remaining until 
Obama takes office, Obama 


senior adviser David Axelrod said 
the incoming president’s invita- 
tion to the Rev. 

Rick Warren 
was important 
because it under- 
lined the inclu- 
siveness he wants 
to institute in his 
administration. 

“The impor- 
tant point here is you have a con- 
servative evangelical pastor com- 
ing to take part in the inauguration 


of a progressive president,” Axel- 
rod said of Warren, a prominent 
preacher who backed a ballot mea- 
sure banning same-sex marriage 
in California. 

Axelrod also said a new tax 
cut for middle-class Americans is 
“vital” and at the top of Obama’s 
agenda. He said the tax cuts will be 
part of the administration’s stimu- 
lus plan. 

“People need money in their 
pockets,” he said. “That’ll get our 
economy going again.” 


Axelrod placed the cost of a 
planned stimulus package at “$675 
billion to $775 billion” but said 
“those numbers are not fixed.” 

He reiterated that higher taxes 
for the wealthy also remained on the 
agenda, either through the revoca- 
tion of tax cuts passed during the 
Bush administration or by allowing 
the measure to expire in 2010. 

“Whether it expires or we repeal 
it a little bit early we’ll determine 
later, but it’s going to go. It has to 
go,” he said, steven r. hurst (ap)

Couple’s 

Holocaust survivors 
fabricated story about 
meeting in Nazi camp 

N E W YO R K I It’s the latest story that 
touched, and betrayed, the world. 

“Herman Rosenblat and his wife 
are the most gentle, loving, beautiful 
people,” literary agent Andrea Hurst 
said Sunday, anguishing over why 
she, and so many others, were taken 
by Rosenblat’s story of love born on 
opposite sides of a barbed-wire fence 
at a Nazi concentration camp. 

On Saturday, Berkley Books can- 
celed Rosenblat’s memoir, “Angel 
at the Fence.” Rosenblat acknowl- 
edged that he and his wife did not 
meet, as they had said for years, at 
a sub-camp of Buchenwald, where 
she allegedly sneaked him apples 
and bread. The book was supposed 
to come out in February. 

Rosenblat, 79, has been married 
to the former Roma Radzicky for 50 
years, since meeting her on a blind 
date in New York. In a statement 
issued Saturday through his agent. 


he described himself as an advocate 
of love and tolerance who falsified 
his past to spread his message. 

“My motivation was to make good 
in this world,” Rosenblat said. 

Historical records prove Rosen- 
blat was indeed at Buchenwald and 
other camps. 

“How sad that he felt he had to 
embellish a life of surviving the 
Holocaust and of being married 
for half a century,” said Holocaust 


scholar Michael Berenbaum. 

Scholars and Holocaust survi- 
vors fear that Rosenblat’s fabrica- 
tions will only encourage doubts 
about the Holocaust. 

“I am very worried because many 
of us speak to thousands of students 
each year,” said Holocaust survivor 
Sidney Finkel. “We go before audi- 
ences. We tell them a story and now 
some people will question what I 
experienced.” hillel italie (ap)

Assault Unleashes Chaos in Gaza 


Dozens flee jail after 
bombing; families 
fear renewed attacks 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I Terri- 
fied prisoners fled a Gaza City jail 
bombed by Israeli warplanes on 
Sunday their faces white with dust 
and red with blood as they stumbled 
over huge piles of rubble. 

Across the territory grieving 
families pitched traditional mourn- 
ing tents of green tarp outside the 
homes. Yet, the rows of chairs inside 
these tents remained largely empty

as residents cowered indoors for fear 
of new strikes. Plumes of gray smoke 
rising into the sky marked the site 
of the latest Israeli attacks. 

Even for Gazans, who have lived 
through countless Israeli incursions, 
air attacks and months of bitter Pal- 
estinian infighting, the latest sur- 
prise Israeli air offensive that killed 
more than 290 people in two days 
was unusually traumatic. 

Israeli strikes hit a new series of 
targets on Sunday: a fuel tanker, a 


Hamas television station, smuggling 
tunnels and a central prison in a 
Hamas security compound. 

The bombing of the prison set 
free dozens of prisoners, who rushed 
out from their cells, carrying bags 
of clothes and blankets with them 
as they scrambled over rubble, flee- 
ing Hamas police. 

One man remained pinned under 
the rubble, his face smeared partly 
in blood, shouting: “Wait for me!

Bomb Blast Kills 14 Afghan Children 


Explosion at military 
checkpoint is caught on 
U.S. security camera 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I A single-file 
line of schoolchildren walked past 
a military checkpoint Sunday as a 
bomb-loaded truck veered toward 
them and exploded, ending the lives 
of 14 young Afghans in a heart- 
breaking flash captured by a U.S. 
military security camera. 


The video shows an SUV slowly 
weaving through sand bag barriers 
at a military checkpoint just as a 
line of schoolchildren, most wearing 
white caps, comes into view. They 
walk along a pathway between the 
street and a wall, several of them 
pausing for a few seconds in a group 
before moving forward again. 

The vehicle moves toward the 
security camera while the children 
walk in the opposite direction, near- 
ly passing the SUV when the foot-

age ends in a fiery blast. 

Afghan officials said the children 
were attending a final day of class 
for the year to find out whether they 
would move up to the next grade. 

Dr. Abdul Rahman, a doctor at 
a hospital near the blast, said the 
children were aged 8 to 10. 

The U.S. military said the attack 
in the eastern province of Khost 
killed 16 people, including 14 chil- 
dren, an Afghan soldier and anoth- 
er person — likely a private secu- 
rity guard. The U.S. said 58 people

A suicide bomber pretending to 
need help with his car killed 34 
people in northwest Pakistan on 
Sunday while the target of another 
recent attack, the Marriott hotel in 
Islamabad, partially reopened three 
months after a brazen truck bomb- 
ing there left 54 dead.

Australians in uproar 
over government plan 
to block illicit sites 

BIG BROTHER I A proposed Inter- 
net filter dubbed the “Great Auss- 
ie Firewall” is promising to make 
Australia one of the strictest Inter- 
net regulators among democratic 
countries. 

Consumers, civil-rights activists, 
engineers, Internet providers and 
politicians from opposition parties 
are among the critics of a manda- 
tory Internet filter that would block 
at least 1,300 Web sites prohibited 
by the government — mostly child 
pornography, excessive violence, 
instructions in crime or drug use 
and advocacy of terrorism. 


Hundreds protested in state 
capitals earlier this month. 

“This is obviously censorship,” 


said Justin Pearson Smith, 29, orga- 
nizer of protests in Melbourne and 
an officer of one of a dozen Face- 


book groups against the filter. 

The list of prohibited sites, which 
the government isn’t making public, 
is arbitrary and not subject to legal 
scrutiny. Smith said, leaving it to the 
government or lawmakers to pursue 
their own online agendas. 

“I think the money would be bet- 
ter spent in investing in law enforce- 
ment and targeting producers of 
child porn,” he said. 

Internet providers say a filter 
could slow browsing speeds, and 
many question whether it would 
achieve its intended goals. 

Illegal material such as child 
pornography is often traded on 
peer-to-peer networks or chats, 
which would not be covered by 
the filter. 

“People don’t openly post child 


porn, the same way you can’t walk 
into a store in Sydney and buy a 
machine gun,” said Geordie Guy, 
spokesman for Electronic Fron- 
tiers Australia, an Internet advo- 
cacy organization. 

“A filter of this nature only 
blocks material on public Web sites. 
But illicit material ... is traded on 
the black market, through secret 
channels.” 

Communications Minister Ste- 
phen Conroy proposed the filter 
earlier this year, following up on a 
promise of the year-old Labor Party 
government to make the Internet 
cleaner and safer. 

“This is not an argument about 
free speech,” he said in an e-mail 
to The Associated Press. “We have 
laws about the sort of material that 
is acceptable across all mediums 
and the Internet is no different. 
Currently, some material is banned 
and we are simply seeking to use 
technology to ensure those bans 
are working.” tanaleesmith(ap)

Child Abuse Cases Multiply 


Welfare workers across 
region say jump is due 
to economic downturn 

As the economic downturn takes its 
toll on struggling families, child wel- 
fare workers across the region are 
seeing a marked rise in child abuse 
and neglect cases, with increases of 
more than 20 percent in some sub- 
urban counties. 

Neglect investigations appear to 
have increased most, many resulting 
from families living without heat or 
electricity, or failing to get children 
into doctors’ offices for medical care. 
In Fairfax County, for example, such 
cases spiked by 152 percent, from 44 


STAGGERING STATISTICS 

Fairfax County saw a 23 per- 
cent jump in its abuse and 
neglect investigations. 

Cases in Montgomery County 
increased by 29 percent, and 
Arlington County, with smaller 
numbers, was up by 38 percent. 

In D.C., there was an 18 per- 
cent increase, but officials said 
the case of Banita Jacks, the 
mother in Southeast accused of 
killing herfour daughters, had a 
large effect on hotline calls. 


to 111, comparing last July through 
October 08 to the same four-month 
period in 2007. 


The well-established nexus 
between poverty and child abuse 
is reason for many child experts to 
be concerned that as the recession 
deepens, the country may see more 
neglect and abuse. 

“History and experience tell us 
when the economy is bad and unem- 
ployment rises, children don’t do 
well,” said Linda Spears, vice presi- 
dent of the Child Welfare League of 
America, a collection of nonprofit 
groups that aid abused and neglected 
children. “I would venture to guess 
that we’re about to see one of the 
larger increases in child abuse cases 
since the drug epidemic increases in 
the 1990s.”

She persevered through an 
unhappy childhood as a mixed-race 
daughter of the South, and made 
headlines in the 1960s for denounc- 
ing the Vietnam War. 

Her first album, “RCA Vic- 
tor Presents Eartha Kitt,” was 
released in 1954. It featured the

“These two projects were wild- 
ly different in terms of how I felt 
I had to approach them,” she 
admits. “Both were unbelievably 
complicated — the most chal- 
lenging experiences of my work- 
ing life. The fact that I got to play 
both of these characters in my 
lifetime — let alone in the space 
of less than a year — that doesn’t 
happen to people. To say it’s been 
the most rewarding two years of 
my life would be a massive under- 
statement. It’s been amazing. I’ve 
learned so much about myself as 
an actress.” 

Winslet continues, “Playing 
someone like Hanna Schmitz is 
so different to someone like April 
Wheeler. The one thing, I guess, 
they did have in common is that 
they are both based on novels 
[“The Reader,” an international 
best seller much-respected in 
Germany, is by Bernhard Schlink, 
and “Revolutionary Road” is the 
work of Richard Yates], and the 
source material is so rich that, 
in both instances, they really 
became my bible, which doesn’t 
happen all the time. My copy of 
‘The Reader’ is on a shelf right 
next to my copy of ‘Revolution- 
ary Road,’ and they both don’t 
even resemble books anymore — 
it looks like a dog has had a go 
at them. They’re just practically

Attention Must Be Paid 


Harold Pinter, famed 
playwright and activist, 
dies at the age of 78 

0 BIT I Harold Pinter, praised as the 
most influential British playwright 
of his generation and a longtime 
voice of political protest, has died 
after a long battle with cancer. He 


was 78. 

Pinter, whose distinctive contri- 
bution to the stage was recognized 
with the Nobel Prize for Litera- 
ture in 2005, died on Wednesday, 
according to his second wife. Lady 
Antonia Fraser. 

“Pinter restored theater to its 
basic elements: an enclosed space 
and unpredictable dialogue, where 


people are at the mercy of each other 
and pretense crumbles,” the Nobel 
Academy said when it announced 
Pinter’s award. 

The Nobel Prize gave Pinter a 
global platform which he seized to 
denounce U.S. President George W. 
Bush and then-British Prime Min- 
ister Tony Blair. 

Pinter wrote 32 plays; one novel. 


“The Dwarfs,” in 1990; and put his 
hand to 22 screenplays. 

The working-class milieu of plays 
like “The Birthday Party” and “The 
Homecoming” reflected Pinter’s 
early life as the son of a Jewish tai- 
lor from London’s East End. 

In March 2005, Pinter 
announced his retirement as a play- 
wright to concentrate on politics. “I 
have written 29 plays, and I think 
that’s really enough,” he said. 

Pinter is survived by his son, 
Daniel, from his first marriage to 
Vivien Merchant, paisley dodds (ap)

’TWAS THE WEEK after Christmas, 
and all through the land, no one felt 
like cooking, not even a sand(wich). 
And what do we do when we don’t 
feel like cooking?

Worn out people, it’s time to 
treat yourself to something effort 
free.

And sure, 2 Amys (3715 Macomb 
St. NW; 202-885-5700) makes a 
mean pie, as does Coppi’s (1414 U 
St. NW; 202-319-7773), but we’re 
encouraging stopping by these less- 
er known spots that are also a slice 
(or 8) above Domino’s. 

Kavanagh’s Pizza Pub (2400 
Wisconsin Ave. NW; 202-337- 
3132) in Glover Park might have 
an Irish name, but it also has a 
brick oven and some of the tasti- 
est pizza in town. Toppings range 
from the traditional (pepperoni, 
sausage, mushroom) to the more 
exotic (feta and goat cheeses, pesto, 
sun dried tomatoes), and you can 
take it home or sit down and enjoy 
it with a glass of chianti. 

Then, there’s take-out only joint 
Vace Italian Delicatessan (3315

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Service, up nearly 7 percent from two 
years ago and nearly 3,000 more than 
1994, the first year of tracking. 

Locally grown produce was 
listed as the No. 2 item on a “What’s 
Hot” list by more than 1,200 mem- 
bers of the American Culinary Fed- 
eration in an October 2007 Internet 
survey by the National Restaurant 
Association. (No. 1 was bite-sized 
desserts, but that’s another story.)

Here’s something you might not 
know about being a locavore, the 
new-fangled term for the old-school 
tradition of eating food grown close 
to home: Coffee is almost always 
negotiable. 

Here’s another: The people prac- 
ticing this new- old (and currently 
quite hot) trend may surprise you. 
Suburban moms? Check. Artisan- 
al-cheese sniffing foodies? Double 
check. And how about denizens 
of the decidely un-hippie aisles of 
Wal-Mart? 

“It’s really amazing how it’s just 
exploded,” says Jennifer Maiser, a 
San Francisco database consultant 
who was part of a small group cred- 
ited with coining “locavore,” as part 
of an “eat local” challenge the group 
mounted three years ago.

Since then, wildly fluctuating 
transportation costs, food scares and 
global warming concerns have lent a 
mainstream patina to eating local. 
Wal-Mart, the nation’s largest grocer, 
has pledged to source $400 million 
worth of fruits and vegetables from 
in-state farmers this year. 

Some more numbers: 

There were 4,685 farmers’ 
markets as of August, according to 
the USDA’s Agricultural Marketing 


All kinds of people, from trowel- 
wielding back-to-the-landers to the 
tech titans of Google, Inc.’s head- 
quarters in Mountain View, Calif, 
where Cafe 150 serves food from 
within a 150 -mile radius. 

And then there’s blues musi- 
cian Elvin Bishop, an accidental 
locavore. 

Best known for the ’70s hit 
“Fooled Around and Fell in Love,” 
Bishop is often to be found these 
days working in his well-cared for 
garden in rural Marin County, north 
of San Francisco. 

Bishop isn’t an official member 
of the locavore movement: “I’m not 
too much of an Jsm’ type of guy,” he 
notes. He says he simply likes know- 
ing where his food came from, and 
that it’s going to be tasty. 

Taste and freshness are the 
driving forces for many people 
interested in buying local foods, 
says Laurie Demeritt, who studies 
American eating patterns for The 
Hartman Group, a research firm 
in Bellevue, Wash. 


National surveys of consumers 
showed that “local” has a world of 
different meanings, but there is a 
unifying theme of wanting to con- 
nect with the product: How was it 


grown? Were pesticides used? How 
were animals treated? 

“What we’re finding is that the 
desire to know more about where 
your products come from is criti- 


cally important across the United 
States,” Demeritt says. 

With the movement still young, 
researchers are looking for more 
data to see whether local foods live 
up to their promise of being safer, 
healthier and better for the envi- 
ronment, says Rich Pirog, associate 
director of Iowa State University’s 
Leopold Center for Sustainable 
Agriculture. 

There is some anecdotal infor- 
mation. For instance, farmer’s 
markets are more likely to be sell- 
ing unusual varieties like heirloom 
tomatoes, which maintains genetic 
diversity, Pirog says. And common 
sense indicates eating locally grown 
foods means less processed prod- 
ucts, and an easier task of tracing 
where your food comes from. 

Flexibility is key for Tammy Don- 
roe, a Boston freelance writer and 
mother of two, who says she tries to 
incorporate local food into her fam- 
ily’s diet throughout the year. 

“You feel better when you know 
your money is going to people that 
you know are trying to make a liv- 
ing honestly and are trying to do 
the best thing for the environment,” 
Donroe says. “Food that’s grown 
locally tastes better and fresher. I 
just like the idea of that for my kids.”

I got a 3 percent raise and a 
coworker (who makes a lot more 
than me) told me he got a 5 percent 
raise. I’m planning to talk to my 
boss about this. I’m wondering if 
he thinks I’m not doing a good job. 
How do I approach this? 

You should talk to your boss about 
whether your raise reflects a lack 
of confidence in your performance. 
But you should not reference your 
coworker’s more generous raise. 
First of all, this information is 
supposed to remain confidential. 
Also, there could be many reasons 


for your coworker’s raise, including 
an effort to bring your coworker’s 
salary up to market or recognize 
especially outstanding performance. 
You should not make the mistake 
of drawing a comparison. 

I had an internship four years ago, 
got offered a job at the end of the 
summer and decided not to take it. 
I’m now interested in applying to the 
organization. Is it okay to contact 
my former boss? I haven’t kept in 
touch with him since I left. 

Yes, absolutely. As long as you left 
on good terms, you should not hesi- 
tate to reach out. 

I always read that people who make 
the most are often more vulnerable 
for layoffs during a recession than 
those who earn around the median. 

I was told last year when I received 
a raise that I make towards the top 
of my title’s pay scale. This week I 


received a raise, more than expect- 
ed (close to the maximum allowed). 
While I’m grateful for the money, it 
makes me paranoid that I’m getting 
set up to be laid off. Am I crazy? 
When it is time to cut costs, orga- 
nizations do look more closely at 
their high wage earners. However, 
what ultimately drives the decision 
regarding who to let go is where the 
leaders of the organization believe 
that they can make do with fewer 
staff. If your position remains vital 
to the organization, you are probably 
not vulnerable to being laid off. 

Is there a law about how much some- 
one is allowed to work per week? 

Unless you are a child, there is no 
federal limit on the number of hours 
you can be asked to work per week. 
However, your employer must pay 
overtime if you are a non-exempt 
employee under the Fair Labor 
Standards Act (FLSA).
